The  annual  school  census  returns  indicate  that  there 
should  be  the  same  number  of  elementary  pupils  and 
high  school  pupils  in  1961-62  as  are  presently  enrolled. 

The  average  cost  per  elementary  pupil  in  1959-60 
was  $518.53  and  $494.84  per  high  school  pupil.  Average 
costs  in  the  state,  as  reported  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  were:  Elementary  $272.23,  and 
high  school  $461.06.  The  cost  per  elementary  pupil  in 
Brookfield  is  high  compared  to  the  state  average,  yet 
it  is  only  $2.00  per  pupil  more  than  the  cost  the  last 
year  the  Churchill  School  was  in  operation. 

Tuition  rates  announced  for  1961-62  are:  Wolfeboro 
elementary  $265.00,  and  Brewster  Academy  $360.00. 
The  other  schools  have  not  announced  their  tuition 
rates  as  of  this  date.  The  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion has  announced  maximum  tuition  liability  for 
1981-62  as  $265.00  for  elementary  pupils,  and  $436.00 
for  high  school  pupils. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve  as  your  superinten- 
dent of  schools  during  the  past  fifteen  years.  My 
association  with  members  of  the  school  board,  citizens 
and  pupils  has  been  very  pleasant,  and  the  cooperation 
of  all  concerned  is  most  earnestly  appreciated.
